4, 1899. 

A nice “Gold Rush” cover at the 
time the boom was at its peak. 





OF STUCK 
STAMPS 


REMOVAL DOWN 


The following notes are taken from 
the Oct. 30th issue of “Philatelic Gos- 
sip," and as they cover a recurring 
problem of most stamp collectors, it 
was decided to submit them to you 
as printed. 

DID THIS EVER HAPPEN TO 
YOU? You tried to divorce an old 
stuck down stamp collection in warm 
water with poor results. Especially 
that heavy gum that defies all efforts 
which we find on some British Colon- 
ies? Or did you try steaming these 
stamps off letting the kettle steam 
your fingers instead to the tune of 
some unprintable expressions. Go to 
the druggist and ask for some acetic 


This is really a near relative of acetic 
acid. Try using one part of vinegar 
to four parts of water by volume. If 
this does not do 3t, add another part 
of vinegar. "This will do the job for 
you. Wonder whoever got the idea 
of sticking mint stamps down on al- 
bum pages? This will not preserve 
the gum. But better, a half mint 
stamp than no stamp at all. We are 
discounting the gum. Usually a 
stamp with no gum is classified as 
a mint stamp. But that it is not 
good cricket. That stamp should be 
classified as unused, but without 
gum. Guess it depends on who is 
buying from whom. 

STARCH PASTE is something else 
again that just won't let go at times. 
If you run across any stamps where 
starch paste has been used, stop ex- 
perimenting. Go and sneak a cake 
of yeast from the lady of the house. 
She would only use the yeast for bak- 
ing anyhow and stamps are more im- 
portant. Chances are she is casting 
about for something to argue about 
anyway. This will help her. Now 
peel the cake of yeast from its silver 
paper covering. Take a quarter of a 
cake of this yeast and place in water. 
Your stamps will loosen up like 
magic. If they do not, add another 
quarter cake of yeast. 

WE HAVE A MAD ON AS WE 
write about scotch tape and its af- 
finity for gum on stamps, its tenacity 
for sticking to things you wish it 
weuld not stick to. Here use lighter 
fluid and dissolve the goo. When dis- 
solved if it has interfered with the 
gum, use a little more lighter fluid 


and smooth the gum out, good as 
new. If you have no lighter fluid, 


perhaps your watermark detector 
fluid wil] do this job as well. Scotch 
tape is a great produet and very use- 
ful but in philately it can become a 
nuisance too. If any of the above 
wil help our readers, we feel we 
have been repaid for making these 
experiments.

January, 1955. 
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Lundy Island Leader Passes 


The man who ruled the Lundy Is- 
lands off the Coast of England died 
Dee. 6th, 1954 The English Daily 
Mail reports he was Martin Coles 
Harman, one-time man of millions, 
who was twice a “King.” His first 
reign, in which he lorded a score of 
companies in the City of London, 
ended in disgrace with his conviction 
in 1933 for fraud and sentence of 18 
months' imprisonment. 


Ended, too, in bankruptey with 
Habilities of £500,000. 

His second reign, as “king” of 
Lundy Island, a tax-free, rate-free 
paradise he owned in the Bristol 
Channel, closed when he died at Ox- 
ted, Surrey, aged 69. 

But it ended in an aura of affection 
and esteem and pride in the memory 
of his son, one of Britain's war 
heroes. 


Harman, who started as a ὅ]-ᾱ- 
week office boy, had a flair for fig- 
ures and finaneial jugglery which 
brought him, at the age of 48, con- 
trol of business corporations with a 
total capital of £14,000,000. 

When he came out of prison, a 
chastened man but still proclaiming 
his innocence, he set about rebuilding 
his life on a more modest level. Out 
of the wreck of his bankruptcy Lundy 
remained. 

The tiny island, with fewer than 
20 inhabitants, and with no telephone 
or roads, became his home his pride. 
Harman printed his own stamps (the 
familiar Lundy Island Stamps, with 
the puffin values), had his own coin- 
age, ran a telegram service. 

He bred ponies, and developed the 
island so that soon it produced its own 
bread, butter, cheese, milk. A plane 
brought in newspapers and other sup- 
plies. 

Young John Harman was brought 
up on the island to the open-air life. 
He kept bees, climbed the rocks, and 
showed no aptitude for the city life 
his father loved and which, after 
his discharge from bankruptcy, he re- 
entered in a modest way. 

The war came, and John Harman, 
one day in April 1944, found himself 
in a garrison of 3,000 holding out a- 
eainst 18,000 Japanese at Kohima, in 
North Burma. 

The nearest water supply was in 


No Man's Land, 30 yards from the 
Japanese. John Harman went for- 
ward alone. With grenade and bay- 
onet he wiped out a gun crew. 

At dawn, still alone, he did it again. 
With a gesture of defiance he walk- 
ed back upright. A burst of automat- 
ic fire hit him. *I got the lot," he 
said. “It was worth it.” Then he died. 

Martin Coles Harman went to 
Buckingham Palace to colleet the V.C. 
posthumously awarded. He present- 
ed it to his son’s regiment, the Quten’s 
Own Royal West Kent, in 1952. 

Five years later there was a mem- 
orja] service in a quarry on Lundy 
Island, where young Harman had 
played. A plaque was unveiled. And 
Martin Coles Harman held his head 
high.—R. J. Sutton. 


Perforated Private Initials 





With the increasing interest in 
Private Perfins—a natural develop- 
ment from the interest in O.H.M.S., 
Perforated Officials—collectors were 
bound to come along with a more 
dignified method of describing var- 
ieties and types. Five-holers and 
four-holers were all right in a limit- 
ed field, although I never did like 
the terms. 

The five-hole will be found to 
measure 5.5 m.m. from the centre of 
the top hole to the centre of the bot- 
tom hole anc it appears in two lines 
horizontally. It is thus described as 
2H 5.5 and the four-hole is 2H 4.5. 

Without a system such as this it 
would be hard to describe those used 
by the Sun Life Assurance Co. The 
first type measures 4.5 m.m. and the 
later type 5.5 yet they are both five- 
hole. In the former the perfora- 
tions are smaller and closer together. 

Then, again, not all are horizontal. 
For instance, the Great West Life 
perforated GWL diagonally and is 
properly described as D 6.5 When 
the diagonal reacs up instead of 
down it would be described with the 
prefix Du. There are other differ- 
ent types and varieties such as I.H.C. 
monogram, etc. The B.N.A.P.S. Per- 
fin study group will have a booklet 
out soon. When it comes, get it. It 
wil get the newly initiated off on 
the right track.—C. A. Ayre. 
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CENTENARY—ROSS HOUSE— 
WINNIPEG 





The first post office in what is 
now know as Western Canada will 
celebrate its one hundredth anniver- 
sary in February, 1955. On Febru- 
ary 28th, 1855, the Council of Assini- 
boia, the governing body at Red Riv- 
er (now Winnipeg, Manitoba) ap- 
pointed William Ross as Postmaster. 
Ross who died at the age of thirty- 
one after having been postmaster for 
only one year, left detailed records 
of this brief tenure in office for 
which he received ten pounds. Three 
of his successors resigned in quick 
order because of the inadequacy of 
the salary. While he was Post- 
master, Ross applied a circular man- 
uscript postmark to some of the 
letters and eight such are known to- 
day; most of them in the possession 
of the Provincial Library of Mani- 
toba. The postmark in three lines 
in the ecirele reads “Red River— 
B.N.A." (British North America)— 
and the cate, and on those letters 
on which the postage had been pre- 
paid a handstuck PAID was added. 
The mails at this time were sent 
largely via Pembina and St. Paul in 
Minnesota to Canada and England. 

The home of Ross, part of which 
was set aside for the post office is 
in an excellent state of preservation 
and has been operated during the 
past two summers as à museum and 
sub post office by the Manitoba His- 
torical Society in conjunction with 
the Post Office Department and the 
City of Winnipeg with considerable 
assistance from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway on whose land the house is 
now situated. All mail posted at the 
Ross House, as it is known, bears a 
cachet indicating its historical sig- 
nificance. Visitors from all over the 
world have been conducted through 
the house by the curator and have 
signed its guest book. In June, 
1949, when Winnipeg celebrated its 
seventy-fifth anniversary, the house 
was used as a post office for that 
event. 

Because of weather conditions, the 
Ross House is normally only in 
operation during the summer months, 
but it is to be opened on February 28 
for the day only. At that time a 
special centenary cachet will be ap- 
plied to all letters posted from there 


on that occasion. Those desiring 
such “Centenary” covers may obtain 
them by sending self-addressed en- 
velopes (to any desired number) in 
an outer envelope addressed to the 
Postmaster, Winnipeg, Canada, and 
marked Ross House. All covers 
should have fillers and United States 
collectors are reminded that Can- 
adian postage stamps must be af- 
fixed to the Centenary covers. If 
Canadian stamps are not available 
remittance is to be made in the 
amount of five cents for each cover 
—the first-class postage rate in Can- 
ada. 

At a later date in 1955 when the 
weather is suitable and the house is 
once more in operation as a museum 
and post office, special celebrations 
will be held in honor of the one 
hundredth anniversary of this sig- 
nificant event in Canadian postal 
history.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

In Gibbons monthly of London for 
December we are shown very clear 
illustrations of the varieties Missing 
Crown and the St. Edward’s Crown 
which are so distinctly defined that 
collectors are able to search for these 
errors with confidence in knowing 
how to locate them. 

You will all recall the short lived 
first issues of Queen Elizabeth for 
three African countries which were 
obsoleted with such rapidity, I re- 
fer to the sets of Northern Rhodesia, 
Nyassaland and Southern Rhodesia. 
In this December Gibbons monthly 
prices for both mint and used sets 
have been increased considerably 
from the 1/- to the 20/-. These are 
the new quotations in order of the 
countries as mentioned above for 
mint and used $10.35 and $11.25, 
$10.90 and $11.95, $10.90 and $11.95. 
these prices are considerably higher 
than those quoted in the two reign 
catalog of a month or so ago, and it 
is very likely these sets will be priced 
much higher in a year from now. 

Congratulations to Dr. Holmes for 
the new eighth edition of his *B.N.A. 
catalog which has just come to hand. 
It is a very worthy and remarkable 
publieation covering as it does every 
branch of Canadian Philately with 
the postage section complete and in- 
eluding all current issues of Queen 
Elizabeth. No collector of Canadian 
stamps can afford to be without this 
modern up to date publication which 
should receive a very warm welcome 
from every collector of Canadian 
issues here and abroad. 

In the December Gibbons monthly 
there appears an important notice 
that on the coming stamps for Great 
Britain the watermark is to be 
changed to St. Edward’s Crown, 
should this in the near future apply 
to all colonial stamps it would be the 
cause of some flurry and rush to 
complete present issues with the 
watermarks as they exist now and 
furthermore bring about the obsoles- 
cence of all current issues. 

The  2/- Australian Olympic 
Games stamp has come to hand, it 
is very pleasing to know the event 
is being recognized philatelically, but 
it seems strange that the issue is 
being made so far in advance of the 


occasion, for the stamp is dated for 
November and December 1956. It 
may be considered by many that a 
lower denomination would have been 
more popular. 

The sale by auction of the late Al- 
fred Lichtenstein’s 20th century col- 
lection of Canada by H. R. Harmer 
Inc., of New York surpassed all ex- 
pectations in figures realized by over 
$10,000. It is noted that some prom- 
inent Canadian dealers were present 
at the sale who no doubt accomplish- 
ed some good buying of the rarer of- 
ferings. 

The sixth annual eonvention of the 
B.N.A.P.S, held at Niagara Falls was 
a great success and many collectors 
present were honored with awards 
for their exhibits, the winner of the 
Grand Award was Mr. J. D. Smart of 
Oshawa to whom we offer our con- 
eratulations. 

Some interesting Topicals which 
have lately been brought to my at- 
tention include a Spanish Colony set 
depieting lobsters, sharks, turtles and 
flying fish. From Switzerland an 
attractive issue of butterflies and 
bees.

Edward’s Crown.” The search for it 
is being feverishly pursued all over 
the world, so say the papers. Now 
someone finds that, before the St. 
Edward's Crown was wrongly intro- 
duced, some stamps were produced 
without a Crown at all. This should 

make the search among Colonial 
issues more feverish than ever—or 
should it—or are we just being child- 
ish over the whole affair? Can’t we 
collect stamps without having fever- 
ish hunts for finds. Who decides 
whether the results of these par- 
ticular hunts are valuable and how 
many dollars they represent? 

There is a law called the “Law of 
Diminishing Returns."

feverish over St. Edward’s Crown and 
so on and so on, why then I ask you, 
"Don't you think this hobby is be- 
being pushed to the diminishing re- 
turns danger point ??—Wm.

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THE BEAVER BOOKLET 


On September 24th, Fyndem gave 
à recommendation on the recently 
diseontinued 5c. Beaver booklet of 
Canada with five stamps and a post 
office notice “blank.” 

I wonder how many British special- 
ists in Canadian issues are aware of 
the fact that this Beaver booklet 
comes in two distinet forms. There 
is, of course, the customary one, with 
the covers and the pages stapled to- 
gether with little bits of wire. How- 
ever, in some parts of Canada, there 
are vending machines dispensing 
booklets and so constructed that they 
do not take the booklets stapled with 
wire. For these machines it is neces- 
sary, each time a booklet is prepared 
for issue, that a small quantity is 
made stitched with thread instead of 
with wire staples. 

I am told that to accommodate 
these machines there were one 
thousand Beaver booklets issued with 
these thread stitches. They were of 
course quickly sold out, as a number 
of specialists in Canada soon found 
out about it and emptied the ma- 
chines, and when they were refilled 
they were, of course, filled with the 
Queen Elizabeth type. 

Although I doubt whether any of 
the catalogues will break the listing 
down so far as to separate the stitch- 
es from the wire staples, it never- 
theless is a most interesting variety 
and certainly a scarce one—Herman 
Herst, Jnr.

When the expedition reached the 
Great Divide, “Bird Woman” was re- 
united with her tribe and persuaded 
the Shoshone chiefs to provide ponies 
and other assistance to enable the ex- 
pedition to continue overland.
